Y'Know, Pal, It's Fantastic the Way We Always Win! 
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Governor Stev enso n remains the 
leader in the race fo r th e nomina­ 
tion. He will get it on an early 
ballot despite desperate attempts 
by the forces of the losing candi­ 
dates to try to stop him. But when 
the wreckage is surveyed, it will 
take a keen and brilliant mind, 
such as Governor Stevenson pos­ 
sesses, to find some way to build 
a party strategy on the wreckage 
left in the wake of an irrecon­ 
cilable feud. 
There’s a strange defensiveness 
about this whole Democratic Na­ 
tional Convention. The words and 
phrases of the platform and of 
the principal addresses dwell on 
the past—the record of 20 years 
of Democratic rule in Washington 


^ 
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The Democratic Proposition 
Behind the customary fights between con- 
testing delegations and the free-for-all con­ 
test in a large field of available presidential 
nomine« » , the Democratic convention in Chi­ 
cago is dealing with a fundamental p ro p o si­ 
tio n . 
The fact that this proportion has not 
yet been grasped fully by Republicans is one 
of its most important factors. It is this: That 
the Democratic party is the favorite on a pop. 
ular-vote basis to win the 1952 presidential 
election regardless of the man who heads its 
ticket. 
Even some Democrats have not grasped 
this fact fully. Like many Republicans, they 
grew up in an era when Democrats ran against 
the odds in national elections; they still think 
of Republicans as being able to command a 
natural majority. 
It is entirely possible that Republicans 
can command a majority this year. 
As far 
as that is concerned, the Democrtic party 
failed to command a majority in 1948, because 
the combined votes for Dewey, Thurmond and 
Wallace were more than the votes for Tru­ 
man. 
But if the former Thurmond and Wallace 
voters can be held in line for the Democrats 
in 1952, nothing like that is likely to happen 
again. That is why the heavy emphasis in all 
backstage deliberations at Chicago will be 
concerned witth unifying the anti-Republican 
vote. 
It is a theoretical majority. On the basis 
of national elections beginning in 1932, there 
are more electors likely to vote for a Demo­ 
cratic candidate than are likely to vote for a 
Republican candidate. It was precisely for 
that reason that Sen. Tafth opponents kept 
chanting, with telling effect the refrain 
that 
he couldn't win; he would have been an ob­ 
viously Republican candidate, whereas Gen. 
Eisenhower, it was hoped, would attract vot­ 
ers who were half-hearted Democrats. 
The Democrats’ first and foremose pur­ 
pose is to keep that from happening. If they 
can, they will go into the election as fav­ 
orites. 


WHOEVER THOUGHT UP that 
strategy certainly wouldn’t find 
much corroboration for it in the 
speeches of the master strategist 
erf the Democrats, the late Frank­ 
lin D. Roosevelt, who, though fier­ 
cely satirical in his attacks on 
the opposition, always set his rights 
forward rather than to allow the 
listening public to become pre­ 
occupied with past history. 
It works right into the hands of 
die Republicans to make an issue 
of 20 years of Democratic admini­ 
stration. It ignores the crying need 
for answers to what’s coining next 
in toe many critical problems that 
beset the country. 
Naturally the Democrats point 
with satisfaction to their achieve­ 
ments. They take credit even for 
General Eisenhower's wartime ac­ 
tivities. 
Governor Dever told the conven­ 
tion in his keynote address that 
Eisenhower was “a good general 
whose fame as a wartime com­ 
mander was achieved as a lieuten­ 
ant of Franklin Delano Roosevelt 
—and whose reputation in toe re­ 
armament of Europe in NATO was 
developed as the deputy of Harry 
S. Truman.” 
This is a new conception of what 
happens to a man when he dons 
the uniform of the United States. 
Apparently the idea now is that 
men in uniform are Serving Harry 
S. Truman and not the flag or the 
government of th% United States. 
What a strange philosophy for an 
administration speaker to utter in 
these days when Americans are 
dying for the United Nations. The 
members erf the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization will be inter­ 
ested to learn that General Eisen­ 
hower was not appointed by the 
member countries, as hitherto pro­ 
claimed , but was merely on a 
parity with any other jobholder in 
the Democratic Party. 


TO 
BE FAIR 
TO Governor 
Dever, it must be said that he 
probably learned a bdt of this 


peculiar argument by listening to 
the opponents erf General Eisen­ 
hower in the Republican pre-con­ 
vention campaign who somehow 
convince themselves that, to hold 
a military job under the comman­ 
der in chief of the U. S. Army and 
Navy and Air Force is to become 
identified with the Democratic ad­ 
ministration. 
Evidently General Mac Arthur, 
who held high posts as supreme 
commander in the western Pacific 
and then as commander in chief 
of the Far East, got both appoint, 
ments from Democratic adminis­ 
trations without becoming identi­ 
fied with the Democratic Party. 
It would have been accurate if 
Governor Dever had attributed to 
Harry Truman whatever attention 
toe former Far Eastern comman­ 
der got from toe American people 
in the months following the sum­ 
mary dismissal of General Mac- 
Arthur. 
It is evident that the Democrats 
are going to pursue that li>.e of 
attack—that General Eisenhower 
is responsible for decisions made 
in foreign affairs—but this is like­ 
ly to prove a boomerang, because 
the general may have something to 
say about how little the military 
has been consulted when commit­ 
ments are made without an oppor­ 
tunity to assess toe military res­ 
ponsibilities incurred. Korea was 
a case in point. 
The Democratic platform writ­ 
ers have been agile in their phrase- 
making in matters of world policy 
and have claimed credit for what­ 
ever economic as well as military 
aid has been given the rest of the 
world, though the records will 
show that Republican v*>tes 
al­ 
ways played a large paft in each 
and every treaty or legislative act 
that marks our policies both during 
and since the war. 
Certainly if bi-partisanship is to 
be carried forward in foreign pol­ 
icy, this Democratic convention has 
done everything it could to dis­ 
courage such cooperation in toe 
future. And if now the military 
action taken by our government 
hereafter is to involve individual 
commanders in a sort of allegi­ 
ance to the party in power, toe 
way will be opened for the deve­ 
lopment of a partisan joint chiefs 
o f staff and partisan appointments 
in " the matter of command. 
The strategy of the Democratic 
campaign leaves much to be de­ 
sired if it is measured by the plat­ 
form and the keynote speeches 
here. For nowhere is there any 
attempt to reconcile the basic dif­ 
ferences that separate northern 
radicals from the southern consei> 
vatives. The cleavage has been 
widened despite the watered-down 
planks and resolutions. It may help 
Eisenhower get electoral votes 
from the South.

CHICAGO UR—Maybe Sam Ray­ 
burn just got something in his eye 
when the right eyelid dropped and 
opened, quick as a wink, or maybe 
it was a wink. 
The 70-year-old Rayburn of Texas 
is famous in Washington for the 
smooth, fast and sturdy way he 
runs the House of Representatives. 
Wednesday night some of the dele­ 
gates at the Democratic convention 
thought he was too smooth, too fast 
and far too sturdy. 
If it was a wink, it may have 
meant he thought he had saved 
the convention from a blow-up. 
Like the 74-year-old Alben Bark­ 
ley of Kentucky, Rayburn has been 
mentioned as a possible presiden­ 
tial candidate. And these two old- 
timers have something else in com­ 
mon. They have identical jobs on 
opposite sides of the Capitol. As 
vice president, Barkley presides 
over the Senate. Rayburn presides 
over the House as speaker. 
The similarity sort of ends there. 
Rayburn 
makes 
few 
speeches. 
Barkley is famous for his. Wednes­ 
day night both made speeches at 
the convention, first Rayburn, then 
Barkley. 
Rayburn got nice applause but 
little attention. Barkley got an ova­ 
tion and the delegates listened. 
After this speechmaking, Rayburn 
got down to the business for which 
he'd been chosen: Presiding over 
the convention as permanent chair 
man. He had inherited a hot ros­ 
trum. 
The c o n ve n t i o n , scratching 
around for harmony, was still in 
convulsions about the fate of Louis­ 
iana, South Carolina and Virginia. 
Those three states refused to nave 
anything to do with the loyalty 
pledge requring all 
delegates to 
be good Democrats, at least for 
a little while, after returning home. 
If some other delegation chal­ 
lenged the right of these three to 
vote on a candidate or party plat­ 
form or even to be allowed in the 
convention at all, Rayburn would 
have to give the fatal ruling and 
there’d probably be a doneybrook 
brawl. 
First order of business confront­ 
ing Rayburn was reading of the 
platform. This was done by Rep. 
McC o r m a c k of Massachusetts, 
chairman of the Platform Commit­ 
tee. He then moved the platform 
be adopted. 
Before McCormack had even 
started Rayburn confided to news­ 
men that a Tennessee delegate— 
this was Paul Whitaker, a support­ 
er of Sen. Kefauver—wanted to ask 
to e convention to include s-roe sug­ 
gestions of his in the platform. 
Whitaker wanted the convention 
to promise in the platform there'd 
be a co ntinuing crime in v estige* 


tion, such as brought Kefauver 
fame, plus a promise the rights of 
witnesses before committees would 
be protected. 
If he could make the suggestion 
before the convention voted on the 
platform as a whole, he might have 
had a chance to get his proposals 
included. But if he spoke afte* the 
platform was adopted, his chance 
was gone. 
Instead of calling Whitaker when 
McCormack finished, Rayburn ask­ 
ed the convention to vote on the 
platform. It was by voice vote. He 
listened to the shouts of yeas and 
nos and decided the platform had 
been approved. 
At once the Mississippi and Geor­ 
gia delegations got Rayburn’s eye. 
They said they wanted to be on 
record as voting no. The civil rights 
plank in the platform angered the 
Southerners. 
Next the Texas banner began to 
wave, the usual convention signal 
a delegation wanted to be recog­ 
nized. If one Southern state after 
another followed suit, pretty soon it 
would be the turn of South Caro­ 
lina, Virginia and Louisiana. 


Civil War. Even in colonial times, 
the culture of Virginia and South 
Carolina, for instance, was differ­ 
ent from that of Massachusetts and 
Connecticut.

The present steel strike, for which 
Mr. Truman is responsible, es­ 
tablishes the overwhelming auth­ 
ority of Phil Murray. No Demo­ 
crat will be nominated for the 
presidency whom the CIO opposes. 
The CIO is the balance of power 
between the North and the South. 
And the CIO feeds the national

Kebab, kaboub, kibhab, kfcbob. 
No matter how y ou spell it it’s the 
fashion in food this summer.

FISH KABOBS 
Fish kabobs can be broiled or 
cooked outdoors on a barbecue 
grill. You can use a combination of 
most any thing—shrimp, green pep­ 
per cubes, and quartered tomatoes 
are good for outdoor grilling, but 
here’s a fine recipe for indoor fish 
kabobs. This makes 8 kabobs or 4 
servings. 
Cut a half a pound of fish fillets 
and 3 slices of enriched y east- 
raised bread into 1-inch cubes. Us-; 
ing 1 slice of bacon for each skewer 
thread alternately with cubes of 
fish and bread, beginning and end­ 
ing with bacon. Place skewers i 
across a broiling pan so that ends 
rest on sides of pan, or place on a 
rack. Broil 5 inches from source of 
heat, 3 minutes on each side. Serv t 
immediately . 
CHEESE KABOBS 
If y ou like grilled cheese sand­ 
wiches then y oii’ll like these cheese 
kabobs. They ’re good with mid­ 
night coffee, simple y et fancy 
enough to impress droppers in. To 
make 9 bit e-size kabobs (3 short 
skewers will do it) spread 4 slices 
enriched y east-raised bread with 
margarine or butter. 
Stack bread and slices of Am­ 
erican process cheese, beginning 
and ending with bread. Press firm- j 
ly .
